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Happy Week In Dallas 


The editor returned from Mc- 
Comb, Mississippi, on Friday, July 
22nd. After the burden of the 
other blessed revival was lifted, he 
felt led to have eight days of spe- 
cial services here in Dallas. God 
blessed and we are grateful for the 
happy week. Already we have had 
four baptizings of those who came 
in this week. This is Sunday after- 
noon — others are to be baptized 
tonight.

One evening just before the serv- 
ice a man called me on the phone 
and asked if he could come to talk 
with me since he was in great 
trouble. So I asked him to attend 
the services and I would talk to 
him immediately afterward. He 
was present and came to the study. 
He told me how drink had enslaved 
him, had little by little brought 


him to the verge of ruin. That day | 


his wife had made arrangements 
to sell the furniture, had spoken to 
a lawyer about filing suit for a 
divorce, and the next morning they 
were to appraise the furniture and 
divide it and break up their home. 
He had been married twenty-eight 
years, and finally his drinking had 
brought them to such poverty and 
disgrace and sorrow that his wife 
felt compelled to leave him. He 
said with tears, “It is all my fault. 
Drink is to blame. I try to quit, 
I intend to quit, but some way I 
never do.” 

We earnestly prayed together, 
and he asked God to be merciful 
to him. The next morning I went 
to their home where I was received 
kindly. With bitterness of spirit 
the wife went through the long 
years of drink and poverty and 
quarrels. She went to the little bed 
and said, “We have it for our 


grandbaby, but this is no home fit 
for such a baby to visit in. I have 
just broken down — my heart is 
full of bitterness, and I can’t go 
on any longer.”’ While I was there 
a long distance call to her daughter 
was completed, she had intended 
to have the daughter come and get 
her. 

We read the Scriptures, we 
prayed. They were earnest, tear- 
ful, burdened. The man promised 
to read again and again Psalm 
fifty-one, and the story of the 
prodigal son in Luke, chapter fif- 
teen. That night he was at the 
church and made his open, public 
profession of faith in Christ. Since 
then he has been at every service, 
clean, sober, burdened. He asks 
for prayer, but how great God’s 
mercy and love has been. He said, 
“T still have a fight ahead of me, 
but by the grace of God I am go- 
ing to be true.” God is working 
things out. Let all of us pray for 
that home. 

One morning some of us agreed 
that we would trust God to bring 
somebody in the night service who 
would be saved and would be ready 
to be baptized. By faith, we ar- 
ranged for some men’s clothes and 
were prepared for whosoever 
should come. We ordered the bap- 
tistry filled. A woman was present 
who had trusted Christ at home, 
and wanted to be baptized. Our 
prayer was answered. The next 
night a young man was present 
from Granbury, Texas, who came 
to make his open: profession of 
faith in Christ. He said he felt 
led of God to come to Dallas, and 
he was baptized at the close of the 
service, after standing and tell- 
ing us he wished to be baptized. 

We had a happy week, and for 
many blessings we thank God.

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2\ Rebellious Wives and 


Slacker Husbands 


(Continued From Previous Issue) 


Wives Should "Submit to,” "Be 
Subject to," ''Be in Subjection to,” 
Be "Obedient to" and Even 
"Reverence" Their Husbands 


If women knew and cared about 
what God expects their attitude 
to be toward their husbands, they 
would be much more careful in ac- 
cepting a husband and marriage 
would last longer and be more hap- 
py. God’s Word on this question 
uses stronger language than any 
man would dare to use of h’'s own 
choice on the same subject. In 
fact, God’s language is so strong 
that most preachers in their cow- 
ardly submission to modern ten- 
dencies simply ignore it and do not 
preach it, or they explain it away 
as fit cnly for cther times or only 
under ideal circumstances. Preach- 
ers must answer to God for the 
way they preach His Word. I wll 
give you plainly what He says 
about a wife’s duty toward her 
husband. I dare not do otherwise. 


Wives, Submit "As Unto the 
Lord" 


Study the Scriptures given care- 
fully and remember that the words 
are God’s Words, not mine, nor 
any man’s. 

Ephesians 5:22-25, 28, 33 is one 
of the clearest passages on the 
duty of a wife: 

“Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. For the hus- 
band is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of 
the church; and he is the Sav- 
iour of the body. Therefore as 
the church is subject unto 
Christ, so let the wives be to 
their own husbands in every- 
thing. Husbands, love your 
wives, evon as Christ also 
loved the church, and gave 
himself for it; ... 80 ought 
men to love their wives as 
their own bodies. He that lov- 
eth his wife loveth himself... 
Nevertheless let every one of 
you in particular so love his 
wife even as himself; and the 
wife see that she reverence her 
husband.” 

Wives should submit themselves 
to their own husbands “as unto the 
Lord” (verse 22). A woman should 
obey her husband as if it were the 
Lord she were obeying, for in truth 
it is. That means a cheerful obe- 
dience which comes from a loving 
and an obedient heart. To obey 
her husband should be a part of a 
Christ'an woman’s religion. She 
submits to him “as unto the Lord.” 


Wives Should "Be Subject in 
Everything" 

Verse 24 quoted above says that 
“as the church is subject unto 
Christ, so let Ahe wives be to their 
own husbands IN EVERYTHING.” 
It is true that every man, woman 
and child, every servant and every 
citizen should put God first and 
obey Him first. But here the Scrip- 
ture seems to take for granted 
that there will never be a case 
where God will call upon a wife 
to obey her husband. Women are 
to be ‘subject to their husbands 
just like the church is subject to 
Christ, even in everything! A wom- 
an is to be subject to her husband 
even in church, and in religious 
knowledge as we learn in I Cor- 
inthians 14:34, 35. Wives some- 
times think they please God by 
spending» time in routine church 
work when their husbands want 
them to attend to duties at home. 
I have known numerous cases 
where wives sought to give money 
to the Lord’s cause without the 
husband’s consent, sometimes steal- 
ing the money from his clothes to 
tithe. They did wrong according to 
Numbers 30:13-15. If the husband 
forbids it, he is responsible for the 
sin, not she. Wives should be sub- 
ject to their own husbands in ev- 
erything, says the Word of God. 
The wife is to be subject in her 
body, to her husband, even as she 
is to have the freedom of his body 
(I Cor. 7:3-5). A wife should be 
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subject to her husband in the way 
she directs the house, spends the 
money committed to her, controls 
the children, in the way she dress- 
es, in the company she keeps — 
in everyth ng. 


A Wife Should "Reverence Her 
Husband" 


Ephesians 5:33 even commands 
that “the wife see that she rev- 
erence her husband.’ The Bible 
does not say that men deserve rev- 
erence nor are worthy of it, but 
the Lord does teach that wives 
should give it. In this connecticn 
see I Peter 3:5, 6: 

“For after this masiner in 
the old time the holy women 
also, who trusted in God, 
adorned themselves, being in 
subjection wnto their own hus- 
bands; Even as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him Lord; 
whose daughters ye are, as 
long as ye do well, and are not 
afraid with any amazement.” 
Subjection of a wife to her hus- 

band is not a slavish cringing nor 


a sullen submission to what one 


cannot avoid. Sarah loved Abra- 
ham so, admired him so thorough- 
ly that, queenly woman -that she 
was, she was not ashamed to call 
him Lord. She was in subjection 
to him with the kind of reverence 
which God commands Christian 
wives to have, and Sarah is here 
held up as a great example to 
wives who would please the Lord 
and have happy homes. A study 
of the Scriptures will reveal the 
companionship of Abraham and 
Sarah as about the most ideal and 
happy in the entire Bible. No other 
woman ever came between them, 
they never differed over their chil- 
dren, they were sweethearts until 
death. Happy is the woman who 
feels toward her husband as Sarah 
did, who can obey her husband 
with happy reverence. If you, Mrs. 
Modern Wife, cannot feel so toward 
your husband, do not be surprised 
if you never have the love and fel- 
lowship which Sarah had with 
Abraham and the respect and rev- 
erence of your children which 
Sarah had from Isaac. 


God Commands Husbands to 
"Rule," Wife "Be Obedient" 


Other B’ble commands about the 
wife’s duty toward her husband are 
as follows: 

“Wives, submit yourselves 
unto your own husbands, as 
it is fit in the Lord.” — Colos- 
sians 3:18. 

“They that may teach the 
young women to be sober, to 
love their husbands, to love 
their children, to be discreet, 
chaste, keepers at home, good, 
obedient to their husbands, 
that the word of God be not 
blasphemed.” — Titus 2:4, 5. 

“Unto the woman he said, I 
will greatly multiply thy sor- 
row and thy conception; in 
sorrow thou shalt bring forth 
children; and thy desie shall 
be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee.”— Gen. 3:18. 


God uses strong terms here. He 
says to the wife, “Your husband 
shall rule over you.” He says that 
older women should teach young 
wives to be obedient to their hus- 
bands, instead of encouraging 
frivolous and spendthrift wives to 
be rebellious and break the home. 
God’s Word is explicit and plain 
and women who want to be happy, 
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to have the real love of their hus- 
bands lasting down to old age, and 
the respect of their children and 
ne 'ghbors, which are not accorded 
to modern flapper wives, should 
take to heart these commands from 
God’s Word. 


Excuses of Rebellious Wives 


Pecple always have plausible ex- 
cuses for not doing right. Women 
give many reasons for not being 
subject to their husbands as God 
commands. 

It is often insisted that in these 
modern days of liberty and equal- 
ity no woman could keep her self- 
respect to live in a home and not 
be counted equal with her husband 
in authority. But the same woman 
who objects to being under the au-

mentioned in my last letter. 
I resigned the day after writ- 
ing to you. When I went to 
talk with Mr. Metcalf, the pas- 
tor, about the singing, etc., we 
began discussing our doctrinal 
beliefs, and found we could 
not possibly be more disagreed. 
He told me that no one but an 
‘uneducated fool’ would bel'eve 
that any one could be saved 
by the blood of Jesus Christ, 
and even went so far as to 
jestingly say that I must think 
Jesus was extremely large to 
have enough blood to cover the 
sins of everyone who claimed 
to be saved by it!

thority of her husband attends 
clubs of which she is not president. 
She works in a church of which 
she is not pastor. She is a citizen 
of a government where others rule 
over her. Even the policeman on 
the corner can command her to 
stop or go, turn left or right, or 
may hail her to court where she 
is as helpless as a child before the 
law. Men, too, cannot avoid au- 
thority over them and other mem- 
bers of the club, the church, the 
citizens are often as good, or as 
wise, or as well pleased as the 
president of the club, the pastor of 
the church, or the judge of the 
court. Men who work for salaries 
or wages, and women, too, must 
take orders from those in authori- 
ty, and sensible people can be hap- 
py in doing so. 

The rebellion of a wife against 
her husband is exactly the same in 
spirit as the rebellion of a dis- 
obedient child against his father, 
of an incorrigible pupil aga’nst 
the teacher or of a criminal against 
the government; it is lawlessness 
pure and simple. In any govern- 
ment, business corporation, or 
home, there must be those in au- 
thority. Even if everybody wanted 
to do right, as long as people are 
frail, erring mortals there will be 
disagreements as to what is right. 
Someone must decide. God has ap- 
pointed the husband and father in 
the home as the head, and the wife, 
the weaker vessel, as his help meet.
